WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  1276,  sponsored  by  Assembly  member  Scott  Wildman,  enables  a 
court  to  impose  a  civil  penalty  up  to  $1 500  for  each  conviction  of  a  violation  of  those  provision,  in 
addition  or  instead  of,  any  fine  imposed  for  the  conviction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person  to  forge,  counterfeit,  or  falsify 
any  disabled  person  placard,  to  pass  or  attempt  to  pass  as  genuine  or  to  sell  any  forged  disabled  person 
placard;  and,

ENCOURAGING  THE  RESIDENTS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  TO 
KNOW  THE  WARNING  SIGNS  AND  CALL  911  IMMEDIATELY  AT  THE  ONSET  OF 
SYMPTOMS  OF  A  STROKE  AND  ESTABLISHING  MAY  AS  STROKE  AWARENESS  MONTH 


Whereas,  a  stroke  (the  result  of  a  blockage  of  blood  flow  to  the 
brain  or  bleeding  in  the  brain) ,  each  year  affects  approximately 
600,000  people  with  a  new  or  recurrent  stroke;  and 

Whereas,  May  is  Stroke  Awareness  Month  and  the  theme  for  1999  is 
"Stroke  is  an  emergency,  call  911!";  and 

Whereas,  strokes  can  happen  at  any  time.  On  average,  someone 
suffers  a  stroke  in  the  United  States  every  53  seconds.  Every  3.3 
minutes,  someone  dies  of  one;  and 

Whereas,  stroke  killed  159,942  people  in  1996  and  accounted  for 
about  one  of  every  14.5  deaths  in  the  United  States.   It  is  the  third 
leading  cause  of  death  in  the  United  States,  ranking  behind  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  cancer,  according  to  the  American  Heart  Association; 
and 

Whereas,  stroke  kills  more  women  than  men.  Stroke  is  the  third 
leading  cause  of  death  for  American  women  after  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  cancer.   It  claims  more  than  twice  as  many  lives  as  breast 
cancer.   Each  year,  over  8  percent  of  American  females  who  die  are 
victims  of  stroke.  Moreover,  the  incidence  of  stroke  for  people  the

Sudden  numbness  or  weakness  of  face,  arm  or  leg,  especially  on  one 
side  of  the  body  sudden  confusion,  trouble  speaking  or  understanding 
Sudden  trouble  seeing  in  one  or  both  eyes  Sudden  trouble  walking, 
dizziness,  loss  of  balance  or . coordination  Sudden,  severe  headaches

Whereas,  every  second  counts,  the  minute  you  notice  one  or  more 
of  these  symptoms,  call  911  immediately.   Early  detection  and 
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treatment  of  stroke  may  prevent  some  of  its  brain  injury.   New 
treatment  therapies  require  immediate,  rapid  response;  and 

Whereas,  stroke  is  not  a  hopeless  matter.   New  breakthroughs  in 
treatment  and  rehabilitation  therapies  are  available  to  help  stroke 
survivors  and  their  families  cope  and  recover.

Whereas,  nonprofit  and  community  organizations  are  responding  to 
stroke.

2  ,   URGING  THE  CALIFORNIA  STATE  LEGISLATURE  AND  GOVERNOR  DAVIS  TO  APPROVE 

3  STATE  SENATE  BILL  1.111  REQUIRING  THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 

4  SERVICES  TO  ESTABLISH  A  COMPREHENSIVE  ASSESSMENT,  INTERVENTION,  AND 

5  EVALUATION  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  CONTROL  OF  ASTHMA.

7  WHEREAS,  Asthma  is  a  chronic  respiratory  illness  of  enormous 

8  significance;  and, 

9  WHEREAS,  Asthma  affects  an  estimated  1.8  million  Calif ornians ; 

10  and, 

11  WHEREAS,  Since  1979,  asthma  rates  around  the  world  have  steadily 

12  been  climbing,  particularly  among  children;  and, 

13  WHEREAS,  Asthma  is  a  leading  cause  of  school  absences  and 

14  hospital  admissions  for  children  in  California;  and 

15  WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  County  has  higher  asthma  hospitalization 

16  rates  for  Hispanic  and  Asian  children  aged  0-14  years  than  any  other 

17  County  in  the  state;  and 

18  WHEREAS,  The  highest  asthma  hospitalization  rates  in  San 

19  F-fancisco  were  found  in  study  areas  containing  the  Bayview  Hunters 

20  Point  and  Tenderloin  neighborhoods;  and 

21  WHEREAS,  Statewide,  the  rate  of  hospitalizations  of  African- 

22  '  Americans  for  asthma  is  three  times  that  of  whites;  and, 

23  WHEREAS,  According  to  a  community-led  survey  of 

24  parents/caregivers  of  students  at  Bayview/Hunters  Point  elementary 
25 
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and  middle  schools,  17%  of  respondents  have  a  child  with  an  asthma 
diagnosis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  statewide  initiative  is  needed  to  address  the  problem 
of  asthma  in  an  effective,  comprehensive,  way;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Reducing  the  burden  of  asthma,  especially  among  the 
populations  most  seriously  impacted,  will  require  well-coordinated, 
long-term  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Bill  1111  would  require  the  State  Department  of 
Health  Services  to  do  the  following:  analyze  asthma  morbidity  and 
mortality  data;  asses  the  burden  of  asthma  on  the  state's  medical  and 
economic  resources;  identify  those  populations  most  seriously 
affected  by  asthma;  survey  factors  known  to  worsen  asthma;  assess 
patters  of  medical  care  and  population-based  health  services  and  the 
extent  of  asthma  interventions;  offer  public  and  professional 
education;  assist  health  care  organizations  to  identify  and  develop 
effective  asthma  diagnosis  and  treatment  protocols;  conduct  research 
to  better  understand  the  causes  of  asthma;  establish  and  maintain  a 
surveillance  and  intervention  program  for  prevention  of  workplace 
asthma;  support  demonstrations  of  innovative  asthma  interventions;

[Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Mental  Health  Awareness  Month] 
PROCLAIMING  JUNE  AS  LESBIAN  GAY  BISEXUAL  TRANSGENDER  MENTAL  HEALTH 
AWARENESS  MONTH  AND  COMMENDING  GAYLESTA  FOR  ADDRESSING  AND 
MEETING  THE  SPECIAL  MENTAL  HEALTH  NEEDS  OF  THE  GAY,  LESBIAN,  BISEXUAL, 
AND  TRANSGENDER  COMMUNITIES. 

WHEREAS,  Gaylesta,  a  Bay  Area  organization  comprised  of  over  200  practicing 
transgender,  bisexual,  lesbian,  and  gay  psychotherapists,  maintain  that  there's  a  genuine  lack 
of  awareness  of  mental  health  issues  within  the  queer  community  and  the  seriousness  of 
these  problems  which  confront  members  of  transgender,  bisexual,  lesbian,  and  gay 
community  throughout  all  stages  of  their  lives;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  the  ever  changing  social,  cultural  and  political  climate,  the  mental 
health  needs  of  the  queer  community  have  also  changed  over  the  last  decade;  and 

WHEREAS,  Young  people  are  coming  out  an  earlier  age  and  are  face  with  concomitant 
challenges  such  dealing  with  parental  homophobia,  violence  in  the  schools,  teen  suicide, 
isolation,  developing  self  esteem  in  a  homophobic  environment  and  school  curriculum  which 
doesn't  reflect  the  history  and  socio-political  culture  of  the  queer  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  past,  those  diagnosed  with  HIV  simply  prepared  for  their  deaths; 
however,  with  advances  in  HIV/AIDS  therapy  which  has  enabled  many  people  living  with  HIV 
to  live  longer  and  to  live  more  normal  lives;  people  living  with  HIV  are  now  having  to  deal  with 
returning  to  the  work  force,  rebuilding  relationships,  and  preparing  for  the  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  the  8  million  lesbian  and  gay  families  and  the  over  16  million  children 
that  are  being  raised  by  queer  heads  of  households,  over  100.000  reside  in  the  Bay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  of  the  challenges  faced  by  queer  parents  are  raising  children  with 
varying  sexual  orientations,  coming  out  to  children  when  they  come  of  age,  lack  of  nurseries 
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and  child  care  centers  that  are  gay  sensitive  and  gay  friendly,  and  school  curriculum  which 
rarely  reflects  the  social,  political,  and  cultural  realities  of  gay  people  and  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  safe,  public  social  spaces  within  the  larger  community  where 
LGBT  community  can  congregate  force  many  to  only  socialize  within  bars  and  nightclubs 
which  predispose  many  to  alcoholism  and  substance  abuse;  and  ; 

WHEREAS,  High  numbers  of  women  developing  breast  cancer  and  the  associated 
challenges  of  living  with  cancer  is  a  major  problem  within  the  women's  community;  and  ; 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  other  common  issues  within  the  LGBT  community  are  dealing 
with  domestic  violence,  maintaining  healthy,  long  term  relationships,  maintain  self  esteem  in  a 
larger  homophobic  society,  confronting  racism  and  sexism  within  the  gay  community,  dealing 
with  hate  crimes  and  hate  violence  and  employment  discrimination;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
declares  June  as  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Awareness  Month;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  the  special 
mental  health  needs  of  the  gay  community  and  commends  Gaylesta  for  addressing  those 
challenges  and  providing  the  needed  support  to  the  Bay  Area's  gay  community  and  their 
families . 
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
